2. (previously amended) The inflatable support of claim 1, comprising a plurality 
of transverse cells, inflated and deflated alternately. 

3. (previously amended) The inflatable support of claim 1 , wherein the at least 
one internal cell is constantly inflated. 

4. (currently amended) The inflatable suppofi of claim 1 , wherein the at least 
one internal cell is chamfered at its at leastione internal edges. 



5. (currently amended) Vp^ An inflatafeffe support of cla i m 1 , wh e r ei n comprising 
at least one inflatable transverse celj^xtending transversely of the support, the 
at least one transverse cell havingyoutermost opposite ends and within each said 
outermost opposite end at least/ne internal cell at a higher pressure than the 
transverse cell, the at least on/ internal cell is having a lower height than the 
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transverse cell and filled with foam material. 




6. (currently amended) An The inflatable suppor t of cla i m 1 , comprising at lea^ 
one inflatable transverse cell extending transversely of the support, the 
one transverse cell having outermost opposite ends and within 
outermost opposite end at least one internal cell at a higi;^€fpressure than the 
transverse cell, the least one internal cell at each^e^osite end of the transverse 
cell having a lower height than the transvepd^ell and connected by a common 
manifold and inflated jointly by that nriamfold. 



7. (currently amended) ArT The inflatable support of claim 6 comprising at least 
one inflatable transy^e cell extending transversely of the support, the at least 
one transversp^ll having outermost opposite ends and within each said 
outermos TOPPOsite end at least one internal cell at a higher pressure than the 
transy^rse cell, the least one internal cell at each opposite end of the transverse 
c^ having a lower height than the transverse cell and connected by a common 
manifold and inflated jointly by that manifold , wherein the manifold is of foam.
